whom ho took from tne arms of her 
(load mother, a dozen years ago in a 
railroad wreck, at Hamburg. N. Y.. an 
estate of $(i,000,(K)(). the girl is now 
fourteen yoars old, and 
for 
twelve1 


years has been thought by many to bo 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Conger. 
Tho will has been filed with the surro- 
gate of Ithaca, N. Y. Mr. Conger lelt 
no natural heirs, and the document 
states that the girl, whose income, will 
be $350.000 a year, was the daughter 
of the Rev. B. E. Stewart and wife, of 
Rochester, N. Y., both of whom were 
killed on March (>, 1890. in the wreck 
on the LaKo Shore1 road at Hamburg. 
-N. Y. Mr. Conger, in looking after vic- 
tims of the wreck, saw in the child's 
dress a Masonic pin. As he was promi- 
nent in the Masonic order, he made 
immediate arrangements for tho care 
of the bodies of the father and mother 
of the child, and kept tne child at the 
hotel in Buffalo, where he and Mrs. 
Conger remained until tho coroner's 
inquest had been held. Releases wore 
obtained from the grandparents of tho 
babe and Oressa was legally made the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Conger. Mr. 
Conger bequeathed a life interest in 
his estate to the widow and an annuity 
of $5,500, to the widow of a frieno, for 
whom he had provided since her hus- 
band's death.

"You

"Xot at all," he answered. "That bill 


represents hundreds of charges and has 
grown slowly to its present inaguifl- 
ci-lH |n^,io:tuiiis." 


"But how is it done—how do people 


run big bills in a restaurant?" 


"Well, in the lirbt place, because we 


look upon men who come here as gen- 
tlemen and treat them accordingly. I 
don't remcinber just how the account 
in question was opened, but usually it 
Is done in ibis way: Some day. after a 
niiui receives his check, he scrawls Ills 
name across Its face :mrl tells the wait- 
er.

Exact In his subdivisions, 
he says: "All men ought to think that 
such hi.mors are wont to move nt set 
hours of the day as by a certain pe- 
culiar motion or tide. Therefore, tlie 
blood flows from the ninth hour of the 
night to the third hour of the day; 
choler to the ninth of the day. Then 
melancholy the blood (lows from the 
ninth hour of the night is under the 
dominion of phlegm."

Natural bridge, on pine creek, in the

It spaus the creek at a height of about 
200 feet, and the walls of the canyon 
rise above it on either side 700 or 800 
feet and on one side form a perpendic- 
ular precipice.

The reduction of forty-one million 


dollars in the exports of the United 
States for the eight months ending 
with February is not considered at all 
discouraging by those interested in 
the growth of our export trade, nor is 
it an^indication of a decline in the gen- 
eral growth of that trade. On the con- 
trary, in all important articles except 
three, in which conditions are abnor- 
mal, 
there has been an increase. The 


decrease is solely or practically so in 
corn, due to the great crop shortage 
caused by the drouth of last summer, 
in copper, in which prices have greatly 
fallen arid in iron and steel manufac- 
tures, due to the unusual demand of 
the home market upon our manufact- 
urers and the reduced demand in for- 
eign amrkcts. In corn an'd corn meal 
alone the exports fall more than 47 
million dollars below those of the cor- 
recponding period of last year, while 
the total decrease in all exports is but 
$42,012,584; showing that if corn ex- 
ports were normal the total figures 
would show an increase of more than 
six million dollars over last year and 
over the corresponding period of any 
preceding year. In iron and steel man- 
ufactures, the figures of the seven 
months ending with January (Febru- 
ary figures being not yet available) 
show a reduction ol' about 16 million 
dollars in exports, this, as has already 
been explained, being due to the ex- 
cessive demand of the home market 
upon our manufacturers and the lower 
prices and reduced demand abroad. In 
wheat the exports for the 
eight 


months show an increase of nearly 30 
million dollars compared with those 
of the same months of the preceding 
year; and in provisions there is an in- 
crease of five million dollars. In cot- 
ton the month of February shows an 
increase of over two million dollars 
compared with February 1901, thougn. 
the six months of the cotton year end- 
ing with February show a dcrease of 
about ten million dollars, due to lower 
prices and not to any reduction in 
quantity, the number ot pounds ex- 
ported 
during the 
period being 
2,- 


<i38,347,613 pounds, against 2,308 244- 
326 pounds last year, an increase of 
over 330 million pounds. In mineral 
oils the preliminary figures of 
the 


Treasury bureau ot Statisitcs for the 
8 montBs ending with February show 
an increase of nearly 2 million dollars 
over those 
of the 
corresponding 


months of the previous year, measured 
by values, while in quantity the in- 
crease is in much greater proportion.

against $4C, 495,854, an increase of 3.- 
5 per cent. Thus this feature of our 


xport trade, mineral oils, which a few 
months ago was showing a decline, 
has fully recovered, and its exports 
now exceed thse ot any preceding year 
both in quantity and value. In copper, 
the only other 
important article of 


nearly 50 per cent, in quantity, and a 
blight decrease in value, compared 
with those of Januay 190) (February 
figures being not yet available) though 
tor the seven months ending with Jan- 
uary, the export figures still fall con- 
siderably below those of the preceding 
year. 


Thus, corn in the 8 months ending 


with February has fallen 47 million 
dollars in the value of its exports, sole- 
v clue to the shortage caused by the 
drouth of last summer; copper in the 
7 months ending with January showed 
a falling oft' of $9,556,864, and by rea- 
son of the enormous fall in prices and 
in foreign demand; and manufactures 
of iron and steel showed in the seven 
months a decline, of $16,306,339, due to 
increased markets at home and re- 
duced prices and demand abroad. In 
these three items, in each of which the 
falling off in exports is due to except- 
ional causes and may be considered as 
temporary, tne reduction is over 70 
million dollars, while trie total reduct- 
tion in exports for the 8 months end- 
ing with February is but 41 million 
uollars, showing that in other articles 
than those in which conditions are ab- 
normal there has been an increase in 
xports of more than 30 million dol- 
lars.

The streams and; roads 


offered no obstacles to it whatever. 
While going south it had also turned to 
the east and left a trail of ruin across 
Rice, Heuo, Kingman, Harper and oth- 
er counties. 
Thousands of settlers 


were burned out. losing their houses 
and their feed, their horses and cattlt*. 


If the man who set that fire had been 


known to the settlers, all the troops on 
the plains would not have been enough 
to stay their vengeance. As it was, he 
suffered remorse beyond description. 
When the otlicyrs at Hays would bring 
him papers, telling of the damage 
done, he would groan and curse him- 
self roundly. lie left Hays for some 
other post in the following yew, and, 
so far as we know, hi» name'was nev- 
er connected with the gigantic prairie 
lire of ISliO.—Kansas City Journal.

THE COST OF LIVING. 


Man With n Salary Cannot Buy Nearly 


as Much as in Years Gone By. 


The rapid rise in the cost of living 


ih a matter iu which the ordinary citi- 
x.eu is directly interested. It was only 
a short time ago that members of a 
JJo.ston labor organization gave it as a 
nasou for asking that their pay be 
raised, their ploa being that thoy could 
no longer support their families with 
wages at the old scale. In no other 
line of provisions is this rise 
more 


marked than in that of meats. A prom- 
inent dealer in Faneuil Hall market is 
reported to have said: "The price ol 
beef, lamb and 
mutton^ principally 


wholesale, 
have been 
going up 
as 


never before. 
Beef, of the fancy vari- 


ety, 
is higher no\v than at any time 


:;inee war times. It is going up some 
almost every day. and two months 
from now it will be almost as much 
again in price as it was last year in the 
same month." This is not encourag- 
ing. espcc-icily n-hen it is considered 
that the prices of other provisions are 
advancing, though not to such ail ex- 
tent.
